On The Andover Boardwalk 


(A Townsman News Feature) 


A giant ice cube was left buried 
in the ground in our town some 
time ago. It gradually melted there 
and a very peculiar assortment 
of» plant-life grew on top of the 
muck, water, and mire that filled 
the hole the ice cube left. 

Biologist John Kimball, 89 
Prospect Road, invites you to walk 
the boardwalk of the Bog Nature 
Trail, the “latest addition to the 
Charles W. Ward Reservation, and 
see these results -- some north- 
ern and mountain plant species, 
some far southern species, such 
as orchids and the insect-eating 
pitcher plant, and some other plant 
species which exist nowhere ex- 
cept in bogs. 

The Bog Nature Trail, which 
Kimball said would be open to the 
public with the publication of this 
issue of the TOWNSMAN, is brand 
new. Its 700 foot boardwalk is 
the result of the planning andwork 
of Kimball, chief local trustee 
of the Ward Reservation, and a 
group of interested Phillips Aca- 
demy students who began the pro- 
ject two years ago, 

The bog itself is far from new. 
The mammoth ice cube was a 
glacial oversight, a chunk of ice 
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left buried in the earth when the 
last (we hope) of the New Eng- 
land glaciers began to recede 
12,000 to 14,000 years ago. 

The resulting ‘‘kettlehole’” on 
what became, in 1940, the Charles 
W. Ward Reservation, filled up 
with melting ice and the rains that 
have fallen since, and became a 
sea of muck. Water plants first 
grew on its top and later other 
plants. 

The tall trees and other vege- 
tation are supported by a matting 
of decayed vegetation that looks 
like, but isn’t, solid ground. Kim- 
ball said that the students help- 
ing him had tried to plumb the 
depths. of the bog and had bored 
down 19 feet without reaching firm 
bottom. You can make the trees 
*“‘quake’’ by jumping up and down 
on the bog, but be sure you do 
your jumping only at the place

Selectman Robert A. Watters 
has forwarded a letter to the Boston 
Herald, objecting to editorial com- 
ment made by the paper relative 
to the Memorial Day incidents in 
Andover.

access routes or the sidewalks on 
Holt Road, presently closed to out- 
side motor traffic during walk-to- 
school hours. 

However, a walkway through to 
Holt Road for school children along 
Milliken property, is authorized 
and slated for summer construc- 
tion, 

Chairman Dr. Richard A, Katz 
will attend a meeting whichWatters 
reportedly will hold this week with 
the heads of all town boards in- 
volved, to determine what articles 
Should be put before the October 
Town Meeting.

for Holt Roag Sidewalks, and 
pinned their hopes on head select- 
man Watters’ suggestion that 
planning for Holt Road sidewalks 
could proceed this summer, so that 
construction could begin as soonas 
town meeting permission for the 
land-taking is obtained in October. 
A doubtful factor is the town en-

are too often willing to spend 
money to confine juvenile and adult 
offenders but unwilling to extend 
their concern to help them re- 
establish themselves intheir com- 
munities after release. 

Rev. Mr. Dobson, who wil! ad- 
dress an open meeting at South 
Church on June 11 at 8 p.m., 
on the topic of rehabilitation of 
offenders, points out that 90 per- 
cent of those presently in our pri- 
sons or juvenile detention centers 
will be_ released in time but that 
communities often thwart the pro- 
cess of rehabilitation into law- 
abiding citizens by taking nega- 
tive attitude stowardex-prison- 
ers or detainees. Our concept of 
punishment, Rev. Mr. Dobson 
stresses, is changing from that of 
mere payment for an offense or of 
painful imprisonment to deter 
other offenders or repeaters to the 
principle of rehabilitation in which 
the prison or detention center is 
working to restore the offender to 
society with usable skills and im- 
proved social attitudes. 

This concept which is hardly 
new but often ill-understood by the 
average citizen, means less con- 
finement or drudgery in painful 
surroundings and more training in 
occupational skills and personal 
living while maintaining contact 
with the local community. In 
juvenile cases this means less use 
of juvenile detention centers as 
places of restraint and more use 
as bases for competent guidance 
while the juvenile often remains 
with his family in his community. 
Inevitably, however, the newer ap- 
proach requires that the com- 
munity help in the task of restor- 
ing the offender to society by ac- 
cepting him as a full member of 
the community after his rehabili- 
tation and affording him opportun- 
ities in jobs, community groups, 
education and stable social re- 
lationships. 

It is this community help, Rev. 
Mr. Dobson feels, which is often 
lacking and which impedes the 
successful operation of rehabili- 
tation procedures, The result is 
that the offender persists in anti- 
social behavior, receives further 
punishment, and becomes emotion- 


ally hardened as an outcast. Per- 
haps 90 percent adult offenders 
have already had a record of 
juvenile misdemeanors which con- 
certed community effort might 
have treated successfully. 

Rev. Mr. Dobson has been a 
visitor to Norfolk State Prison 
for the past five years: his in- 
terest in — rehabilitation of pri- 
soners having been sparked by the 
concern of his own congregation at 
First Church over the imprison- 
ment of one of its deacons. This 
interest in developing communit: 
support for adult rehabilitatio: 
led to contacts with the Yotith 
Service centers of the Common- 
wealth and the discovery of their 
outmoded disciplinary procedures, 
lack of utilization of trained psy- 
chological personnel, and inade- 
quate data on which to judge types 
of juvenile offenders and their his- 
tories after detention. Rev. Mr. 
Dobson became a strong voice for 
reform of the Youth Service Di- 
vision, a reform now reflected in 
a bill awaiting final approval by 
the General Court which will create 
a new Youth Service Division. He 
is a member of the subcommittee 
on Crime and Rehabilitation of the 
Massachusetts Conference of the 
United Church of Christ and 
recently secured the support of the 
UCC annual meeting for the new 
Youth Service Department. 

Rev. Mr. Dobson’s talk will be 
followed by a discussion period. 
Everyone in Andover who is con- 
cerned with the problem of re- 
storing potential or actual crim- 
inals to society is urged to at- 
tend. The meeting is sponsored 
by the Social Action Committee 
of South Church, and the UCC So- 
cial Action Chairman, Mrs. Law- 
rence Burr, for northern Essex 
County,

the brochure directs! 

This is why 700 feet of board- 
walk had to be plotted and built 
before visitors could walk through 
the bog without sinking in up to 
their armpits and beyond. 

Now the most timid nature lover 
can walk the bog without galoshes, 
and appreciate the strange col- 
lection of plant life that is pe- 
culiar to bogs. Metal numbers 
mark species of special interest, 
which are explained by brochures 
available at the beginning of the 
trail. ; 

The entrance of the 1100-foot 
trail is at the southeast corner 
of the Ward Reservation Parking 
lot, whose driveway is opposite 


62 Prospect Road. Here stands 
a sturdy wooden box containing the 
explanatory brochures. Kimball 
said the box was the gift of Fitz- 
gerald, Henderson and Porter, the 
firm which constructed the board- 
walk, 


The trail leads down through 
woods where ladyslippers are in 
bloom this week to the approach 
to the bog, where the boardwalk 
begins, 

The boardwalk takes the visitor 
past cattails, and miniature wild 
calla blooming, and wends past a 
dozen observation posts to the 
pond in the center of the bog. The 
brochure explains the centuries- 
long process of the building of bog 
life, and points out the succession 
of types of plant life. 

The building of the Bog Nature 
Trail represents the fulfilling of 
John Kimball’s ambition to make 
it possible for more people to 
become curious about, to begin 
to understand and to enjoy the 
variety of natural growth and 
beauty around them. 

Such reservations as the Ward 
Reservation, set aside by Mabel 
B. Ward in memory of her hus- 
band in 1940, preserve areas of 
natural beauty for this purpose. 
The Ward Reservation, Kimball 
points out, is not owned by the 
Commonwealth, as some people 
seem to think, It is owned andad- 
ministered by the Trustees of Res- 
ervations, a non-profit charitable 
organization that maintains for 
public enjoyment 46 such reser- 
vations scattered throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Phillips Academy students who 
assisted in the initial planning of

This 
breakthrough means that in two minutes you can 
tell the true intelligence of anyone. No fooling 
around or guessing. | 

Such scientific marvels should be handled with 
utmost care. If this new, inexpensive IQ. test- 
ing machine got in the hands of just anyone, think 
how terrible the consequences could be. Suppose 
a good, hard working married man go one and 
took it home. Within just two minutes he could 
prove once and for all that his fine little wife 
didn’t have all her marbles. This could mean big 
trouble around the house for years to come. 

Think what a squabble could result if the poor 
man took the intelligence machine to a family 
reunion -- of his wife’s relatives. In 30 min- 
utes he could substantiate what he had thought 
all along -- that his wife had inherited her lack 
of intelligence from a long line of low I.Q, rela- 
tives! Such fun and games with the I.Q. machine 
would be fine for a warmup but the big blow-up 


would come if the good voters took the LQ. 
machine to Washington. .The seat of our govern- 
ment and the playground of our glorious leaders 
would give the machine a real workout. 

What would a test of our Washington flock show? 
Would the little light directed into. their eyes 
just go straight through or would it reflect back? 
Would the machine have low enough readings. 
to pick up the I.Q. of our faithful bureaucrats? 
Would the machine just give up and blow a fuse? 

The business world could also get a real jolt.

Would the big wheels have the high 1.Q. or would 
they just be low men on the 1.Q. chart? ’

with little or no I.Q.? What would dear old dad do 
with a junior with an I.Q, lower than the janitor’ s? 
What a change the company organization chart 
would be in for if they started selecting officers 
on a basis of I.Q.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

The Editorial of May 29th en- 
titled ‘‘A Disgrace” was a blind 
and insensitive treatment of ‘the 
Memorial Day incidents. There 
were many statements in it that 
I find disturbing and fallacious. 

It seems obvious that to ‘‘make 
a shambles” of aceremony honor- 
ing the dead is disgraceful. From 
news reports ofthe incidents, how- 
ever, it seems equally as obvious 
that the fault lay, at least in part, 
with persons other than the arm- 
band wearers. 

A newspaper that makes muchof 
respect for law should take into 
consideration the legal aspects of 
this situation. To distribute anti- 
ABM matter is not illegal. To 
wear an armband, the Supreme 
Court has said, is not illegal. 
To refuse to serve a customer in 
a public restaurant because of 
political affiliation, or, as in this 
case, alleged political affiliation, 
is illegal. To accost someone is, 
of course, illegal. No matter how 
reprehensible, tactless, or taste- 
less it may be consideréd to engage 
in the active advocacy of peace 
and disarmament-on Memorial 
Day, it is a licit exercise of a 
legitimate right. 

Another distressing point was 
the reference to the presence of a 
magazine editor. It is easily 
argued that there would have been 
no disturbance had the peace ad- 
vocates not been present. It is 
just as simple to insist that order 
would have been maintained had no 
one discriminated against them, or 
fought with them. Guilt is not so 
simply placed. 

Other statements, such as the 
reference to “‘youthful...long- 
haired males and mini-skirted fe- 
males’? are reactionary and naive, 
It is dangerous to attempt limit- 
ing support for disarmament and 
activity against the ABM to this 
segment, or to any other. The 
implication of such an assumption 
is patently harmful, unfair, and in- 
sulting to many distinguished and 
concerned citizens, 

All should honor American War 
dead, men who lost their lives for 
causes they believed in, But that 
honor would be hypocritical and

An open public “Mississippi 
meeting’’ of the Andover Citizens 
for Equal Opportunity on Monday, 
June 9, will feature a first-hand 
account of working with Mrs. Dora 
Adams, the Mississippi field 
worker in human rights and com- 
munity self-help whichAC/EO Inc, 
has supported for four years. 

President Richard Moody will 
also report on the progress of 
‘Operation Homestead,”? AC /EO’s 
project for buying and renovating 
rundown Andover houses for non- 
profit resale to low-income mino- 
rity families. 

Rev. Robert Beach will speak 
at the 8 p.m. meeting in 
the Underwood Room of Phillips 
Academy’s Arts and Communica- 
tions Center on Chapel Avenue, 

Rev. Beach who has spent this 
year studying at Harvard, has 
worked closely with Dora Adams. 
He served from 1964-1968 in the 
National Council of Churches’ 
Delta Ministry in Mississippi and 
plans to return there in the fall. 
He will recount the elderly 
woman’s efforts to help Clay 
County Negroes win their vote and 
earn enough money for subsis- 
tence and self respect. 

One of the fruits of her efforts 
is a self-help cooperative which 
handerafts wooden jewelry, and 
one of its sales outlets is Andover, 
Through the. interest of Mr. and 
Mrs, Austin Anderson, examples 
of this jewelry have been on sale 
at the Andover Gift House since 
before Christmas, with all pro- 
ceeds going back to Mississippi 
to help the struggling new coopera- 
tive. 


Operation Homestead, the pro- 
ject to purchase and improve “‘eye- 
sore’? houses in town, for non- 
profit resale to low-income mi- 
nority families, probably from 
Lawrence, is making good pro- 
gress, according to AC/EO Pres- 
ident Richard Moody. 

Collateral and human assistance 
have already been pledged by sev- 
eral Andover churches and indi- 
viduals, and offers of free or low- 
cost labor have been phoned in 
to officials of the organization.

The Andover Savings Bank is 
cooperating with the project and 
bank president Robert Henderson 
has outlined the financial arrange- 
ments to AC/EO officials. Briefly, 
the plan is that collateral in the 
form of a certain amount of a 
savings account, or securities, 
can be authorized as collateral 
to establish credit.
